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Oak tree resolution 

It is possible for an oak tree 
and a sewer pipe to coexist. 

Arborists, public works offi- 
cials and two residents have 
reached an agreement to move a 
proposed sewer easement a few 
feet from an oak tree on Deerber- 
ry Lane. 

Tree owners Tom and Karyn 
Sheehan had refused to grant the 
town the easement for the town’s 
$30 million sewer expansion pro- 
ject, because they were concerned 
the digging would eventually kill 
a 150-year-old oak tree in their 
back yard. 

Jack Petkus, public works 
director, was initially hesitant to 
change the easement, concerned it 
would significantly delay the pro- 


ject. The town’s arborist had 


argued that the tree was in mini- 
mal danger. 

After three weeks of public 
debate, the town agreed to move 
the easement a few feet away from 
the tree and further into the nearby 
wetlands. The change in design 
was approved by the Conservation 
Commission. 

“We think it worked out for 
everyone,” says Karyn Sheehan. 
“We're very excited.” 

“We're appreciative of the 
town for hearing us out,” says 
Tom Sheehan. 

The decision to move the ease- 
ment came after the parties debat- 
ed several options, including bor- 
ing under the tree and moving the 
easement closer to the house.

I million gallons of water 


Sewer workers crack water main, dry up homes’ supply 


When residents woke up to no 
water Monday morning, it wasn’t 
because of the near-drought condi- 
tions. 

Contractors starting sewer 
expansion work on Morton Street 
accidentally cracked a 12-inch 
water main at 8 a.m. The break. 
which spilled one million gallons 
of drinking water onto the road, 
left several residents high and dry 

“We got a lot of phone calls.” 
says Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski. “I want to apologize 
to the people trying to take a show- 
er.” The amount of water wasted is 
equal to one-fourth of the town’s 
daily water consumption during 
the winter months, says Jack 
Petkus, public works director. 

One million gallons of water 
would fill about 35 above-ground 
swimming pools, says John Pol- 
lano, water superintendent. 
Haggetts Pond. from which 
Andover draws its water supply. 
holds about one billion gallons of 
water. Andover has 13.5 million 
gallons of drinking water stored in 
emergency tanks around town, he 
adds — about a three-day supply. 

The break was fixed by 3 p.m. 
Monday, but he says the pressure 
change in the pipes will cause res- 
idents” water to remain rusty for 
the next few days. 

Despite the near-drought condi- 
lions affecting New England, 
Petkus and Pollano agree that 
| Andover has an adequate supply of 
water. The Merrimack River, from 
which Andover draws some of its 
water, 1s at about half of its usual 
flow, says Pollano. The Ipswich 

River. which serves other commu- 
mn ynee a nities like Danvers, is much worse.

Developer Yvon Cormier’s 
fields-for-zoning warrant article 
has struck out with the selectmen. 

Selectmen recommended dis- 
approval of the article Monday 
night after facing a barrage of res- 
idents complaining about the 
ethics and effects of a deal 
between Cormier and private 
Sports groups. 

Article 45, submitted by 
Cormier, asks Town Meeting to 
rezone 22 acres of land near 
Haggetts Pond from residential to 
Industrial ID, the town’s strictest 
industrial zone. Cormier and the 
private sports groups Say they 
have a written pact that promises 
the sports groups 15 acres for 
playing fields if they rally voters 
to pass the rezoning. Cormier is 
proposing office buildings in that 
space. 

Earlier this week, Mark John- 
son, attorney for Cormier. 


declined to give the town a copy 
of the agreement, saying it is “pri- 
vate” between the parties. Tuesday 
night, Little League member Jim 
Arnold retracted that statement in 
an effort to prove that the agree- 
ment is worth supporting. Now he 
Says he won't prevent the town 
from viewing the agreement: how- 
ever, he hasn’t changed his feel- 
ings about it not being the town’s 
business. 

“We don’t want the town 
involved. Everything the town 
touches comes in $1 million over 
budget and a year late,” Says 
Arnold. “No one has expressed 
any logic or reason why they want 
the agreement.” 

But selectmen are wary of a 
deal to which they are not privy, 
wondering how the groups will 
pay for the fields’ construction. 
how they will handle security, and 
whether the land will be deeded to 
the groups in perpetuity. 


New fields are part of a 
rezoning bargain at Town 
Meeting. 


“Why would you want to keep 
it secret? If there’s nothing wrong 
with it, why not?” says Steve 
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Colyer, planning director. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul 
Salafia calls the refusal to share 
the agreement “a little suspicious.” 

“I want the information, but if 
they don’t give it to us, I have to 
wonder why,” he says. About 150 
people, both for and against the 
article, attended a hearing at a 
Planning Board meeting last Tues- 
day. The board will take a position 
on the article Tuesday, April 9. 

Arnold says that proponents of 
the deal didn’t know the selectmen 
were planning to take up the arti- 
cle Monday night; hence, no sup- 
porters attended. 

“Andover Soccer Association 
had a meeting at West Middle 
School,” he says. “If we knew, 
there wouldn't have been hun- 
dreds of us in an auditorium 
across town. It’s a disgrace.”

Cormier’s offer. I know (he) has 
quite a bit of clout in this town. I 
question him putting our children 
in the way of rezoning (the land) 
to industrial,” says resident Bar- 
bara Maguire. 

“(The sports groups) have been 
dangled a carrot,” says resident 
Tom Adie.

Andover gets help, but costs piling up 


By Rebecca Piro 

To help Andover pay for trash- 
disposal costs that are nearly dou- 
ble what the typical Massachusetts 
community pays, Andover has 
received $250,000 from the North 
East Solid Waste Committee. 

It's part of a $4.1 million grant 
going to 23 NESWC communities 
this year to mitigate the costs of 
retrofitting the waste-to-energy 
plant in North Andover. 

“(We're paying) twice as much 
as (non-NESWC communities) 
are paying, which is particularly 
troubling when municipal budgets 
are tough,” says Shawn Worster, 
NESWC executive director. Last 
year, Andover generated an aver- 
age of 13,000 tons of trash. The 
average household paid about 
$150 per year for disposal, not 
counting trash-removal fees. 

Andover’s fees will continue to 
skyrocket for the next three years 
until its contract ends in 2005. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold says 
that the state coerced Andover into 
a contract with NESWC in the

1980s, forcing residents to pay 
high prices for trash disposal. 
When the federal government 
required a retrofitting of the North 
Andover plant, to comply with the 
federal Clean Air Act, the 
NESWC communities were 
forced to spend $200 million to 
make the plant cleaner. The com- 
munities still have about $114 mil- 
lion left to pay. 

Last year, Andover received 
$500,000 from NESWC. After 
this year’s $250,000 grant, 
Andover will receive two more 
installments in the next two years, 
totaling about $1.9 million in 
grant money, says Worster. 

Town officials say they'll pour 
that money back into the town’s 
NESWC account to help lessen 
the trash-removal costs for resi- 
dents, which will reach their high- 
est point during the next three 
years. 

“It’s good that we're getting 
some type of relief,” says Fine- 
gold. “Everything helps and this 
will definitely help the town.”

Wyeth expansion 
positive growth 
for town residents 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Wyeth (Genetics Institute) 
expansion cover story in the 
Townsman March 14 (“‘Genetics’ 
still growing: 400 more workers. 
cars”) should have been treated as 
good news, not an excuse to high- 
light concerns about traffic yet 
again. There are more than 100 
Andover households who depend 
on employment at Wyeth, and that 
figure is growing steadily. These 
are jobs with good pay, good ben- 
efits, and for the foreseeable 
future, reasonable security from 
layoffs. In the face of job shrink- 
age nearly everywhere else, and 
with a town budget under signifi- 
cant pressure, the Wyeth story 
should be a very positive one. 

Stories like last week’s have 
over time created the mistaken per- 
ception that the traffic traveling 
through Ballardvale is primarily 
heading to Wyeth. Traffic studies 
show otherwise. Cars funneling 
down River Street at rush hour 
have as their destination any one of 
more than 80 companies, most of 
which are located inside the Wilm- 
ington Industrial Park, and outside 
the Andover planning process. 
Many Andover residents rely on 
these 80 companies for employ- 
ment. 

River Street, Andover Street, 
and Clark Road do experience Sig- 
nificant commuter traffic.

| Just the facts: Budget comments to help understanding 


| Editor, Townsman: 

Several residents have written 
| letters to the Townsman in recent 
weeks expressing their thoughts 
about the school budget. I'd like 
| to offer some comments that may 
|help all residents to understand 
this important subject. 

The requested school budget 
($47.9 million) is $5.4 million 
more than the budget for this year. 

Andover is building two new 
| schools for about 1,000 students. 
Our elementary- and middle- 
| School students will finally go to 
School in buildings that are not 
overcrowded. Of the 115 staff 
'needed for the two new schools, 
| we will hire 52. The remaining 
staff will come from our existing 
schools. The total cost to staff, 
heat, and light these buildings is 
$2.2 million. 

The number of Andover stu- 
dents that require special-educa- 
tion services out of district has 
Increased. Being unable to predict 
when children will move to 
Andover and what accommoda- 
tions we will be required to pro- 
vide, we have gone back to Town 
Meeting for cost overruns. We 


now request $1.5 million to fund 
these mandated costs so we will 
not have to ask for cost overruns. 
The Finance Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen have encour- 
aged the School Committee to 
request this. 

The additional $1.7 million 
requested covers increases in our 
Current educational program such 
as salaries, bus contracts as well 
as the 4.5 new teachers needed so 
high-school students can be 
scheduled for 7.5 credits, 7.3 addi- 
tional special-education positions, 
additional costs for health benefits 
for the new teachers needed for 
the new schools, and $50,000 for 
MCAS remediation. These 
increases are 4 percent of our cur- 
rent budget ($42.5 million). 

To contain increasing costs, we 
have eliminated more than 12 
existing positions and will insti- 
tute fees for some programs. Our 
parents are willing to pay fees so 
other taxpayers will not pay even 
more. The average homeowner 
(home valued at $352,852) will 
pay approximately $81 for the 
$1.1 million additional funds 
requested through the override. 


This school budget tries to 
maintain our current class sizes. 
especially at the elementary level, 
maintain the middle-school con- 
cept of team teaching, and main- 
tain the 7.5 credits for our high- 
school students. Our classroom 
teachers are the core of our 
schools. We have cut back in our 
support services. The additional 
funds requested in Town Meeting 
Article 5, $1.1 million, will pre- 
serve these educational concepts 
that are the foundation of our 
school system. Without these 
additional funds we will lose more 


| 


than 22 positions, including some 


classroom teachers. 

Our superintendent and admin- 
istrators have given much thought 
to this budget. The budget pro- 
vides for our children today and in 
the future. We should all be proud 
to celebrate the addition of our 
two new schools as well as contin- 
ue to provide a quality education- 
al program.

all-day K would be day care subsidized by taxpayers 


Editor, Townsman: 

I read recently (Jownsman, Feb. 28) with 
some concern that despite the need for fees 
throughout the school system to offset the 
budget crunch, the superintendent has decid- 
ed to continue an all-day kindergarten pilot. 
Parents must continue to pay partial costs. 
This decision is concerning primarily 
because, in a time of budget constraints, the 
superintendent has elected to expand an 
entirely discretionary program with few 
educational benefits for children in Andover. 

As it has been described in this paper, 
full-day kindergarten presents little educa- 
tional benefit for Andover children. Towns- 
man articles have explained that no addi- 
tional material is covered by these students; 
rather, the students simply have more time 
to repeat lessons. Although children from 
communities challenged by difficult socio- 


economic circumstances may well benefit 
from the remedial benefits of such a kinder- 
garten program (especially where the alter- 
native could likely be low-quality day care) 
there is no reason to believe that Andover 
children generally face such a dire predica- 
ment. Many, it not most, preschool children 
in Andover use their non-school time in pur- 
suit of a diverse schedule of activities such 
as dance, gymnastics, art, music, swim 
lessons and other parent-funded activities, 
It would therefore appear that the prima- 
ry benefit all-day kindergarten presents to 
Andover is subsidized quality day care for 
the families who opt for the program. 
Although I certainly have no objection to 
quality day care for families who seek it, I 
do object to tax dollars subsidizing such ser- 
vices for families who, in all likelihood, do 
not face economic circumstances that would 


otherwise warrant public subsidy. To the 
extent there are families in trouble in 
Andover, There is no reason a means-tested 
program could not provide for the few in 
need rather than asking taxpayers to subsi- 
dize those who are not in need. The public 
schools should provide quality public edu- 
cation, not quality day care. 

Finally, I believe that full-day kinder- 
garten would detract rather than advance the 
development of children who do not need 
the benefits of such a program as it has been 
described. Full-day kindergarten would 
leave precious little time for a child to just 
be a child; time to watch the birds returning 
to a spring time bird feeder, or time simply 
to explore a puddle with a stick, or a brook 
running hard from freshly fallen rain, or just 
to get lost in finger painting or in a story on 
a parent’s lap. With an increasingly demand- 


ing elementary-school curriculum looming, 
with Andover parents muttering about how 
school is “serious business” and worrying 
about college entrance at earlier and earlier 
ages, do we not owe our children a last 
Opportunity to be children? 

I implore the superintendent and the 
School Committee to consider the above 
and to show true leadership by resisting a 
program that presents no real educational 
benefit for the children in Andover and that 
presents instead an unnecessary cash drain 
from other educational priorities during a 
time of economic scarcity. The public 
schools in Andover will continue to excel 
for the children if our leaders make thought- 
ful decisions keeping in mind the true mis- 
sion of public education.

I assume Cronin’s suggestions 
for savings in the custodial depart- 
ments also are based on less soap 
per bucket and volunteer sw eepers. 
The school department from time 
to ume has job openings and the 
law requires that they be adver- 
tised — $45,000 for advertising for 
a $40 million operation is quite 
modest as is the $29.000 budgeted 
to cover the cost of getting some of 
the staff to out-of-town events 
everything does not happen in 
Andover; perhaps donating travel 
expenses for business travel is 
another new practice I hadn't vet 
learned of. 

It is also illegal (though perhaps 
Cronin does not know that) to 
charge tuition for public schools, 
and he likely also doesn't know 
that Shawsheen School already 
both has a full complement of stu- 
dents and, as an old building, 
would be very expensive if not 
impossible to renovate to meet the 
needs of an alternative student 
body 

There may be Savings and 
economies to be found in the 
school budget — and it may be time 
lor some creative thinking in 
redesigning the school day, how 
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Wwe use our public buildings and 
the teaching methods, especially at 
the middle and high schools (i.e. 
master teachers and tutorials as 
one possibility) with potential for 
gelling us more for our money 
even if they save no immediate 
dollars. 

My second rule is to try not to 
tell other people how to do their 
Jobs — and it is my impression the 
Superintendent Claudia Bach is 
doing an exceptional job of man- 
aging Andover’s schools, making 
many tough and, recently, painful 
decisions, and quite clearly creat- 
ing no snowstorms.

residents have come to expect 
from Andover. The money is nec- 
essary to continue that quality, he 
said. “This override is about the 
new schools; it’s about getting pot- 
holes fixed in town; it’s about 
police and fire safety,” he said. 

Two selectmen said an override 
is too much to ask of residents who 
are already strained financially in a 
tough economic year. 

“It’s an affordability issue,” said 
Selectman Brian Major. “We have 
quite a few folks that are out of 
work, (earning) reduced wages, or 
on fixed incomes. It will be very 
difficult for them to be able to con- 
tinue to live in this town.” 


While higher taxes might be 
possible for him to swallow, said 
Selectmen Chairman Ted Teichert, 
he realizes not everyone will have 
it so easy. “There are people in this 
room who can afford the adjust- 
ment, but there are people that 
can't,” he said. “Who's looking out 
for them? I say no one. What kind 
of neighbors are we if we say, “You 
have to move out of town?’ We do 
have issues, but the override is not 
the answer.” 

The fate of the override won't 
be decided until voters take a stand 
at Town Meeting in April. If it is 
approved there, there will be a spe- 
cial election on the issue. 


Parents: Special education helps prepare students for life

Developmental Disorder, before 
age two. Olivia is now eight years 
old. Her mother says it’s been a 
struggle the whole way. 

At first glance, Olivia looks like 
a typical child. It only takes a 
minute in the room with her to 
know she’s not. 

“In many ways she’s more like 
a 2-year-old,” says Stone, a High 
Plain Road resident. Olivia is 
friendly with people but lacks 
social skills. She doesn’t make 
direct eye contact with others; she 
doesn’t often respond when spo- 
ken to. “Her academic skills are 
lagging. She likes to look at pic- 
tures in books, but as far as the 
printed words are concerned, she 
doesn’t know what that’s all 
about.” 

Besides having to come to 


terms with the hard truth herself, 
Stone’s other children, Emily, 10, 
and Olivia’s twin sister Courtney, 
8, are learning to cope with their 
sister’s needs. 

It’s taken a while for Stone to 
be able to talk about Olivia without 
getting emotional. Now, she smiles 
and — at least on the outside — 
calmly faces the challenges that 
stretch before her and her family. 
Like teaching Olivia to cross the 
street herself. Such as weaning her 
off support and toward a more 
independent life. Such as finding a 
way to provide for her years down 
the road, when her mother and 
father will no longer be able to do 
SO. 

“There are very few parents 
who would say, ‘I wanted a kid 
with special needs,"” Stone says. “I 
wanted the typical experience. But 
you have to deal with it.” 


Sharon Mason, a Chestnut 
Street resident, can relate. She, too, 
is mother to three kids in the 
Andover school system. One of 
them, whom she declined to name, 
has special needs. 

“I just had the baby. No one 
gave me a manual,” she says. 

The Mason family handles the 
challenges that come with a dis- 
ability by remembering that every- 
one has their personal struggles. 
“Inside my four walls I have a typ- 
ical family,” she says. “We all have 
strengths and weaknesses.” 

But her child’s disability is 
more difficult to deal with when 
the family leaves that safe haven. 
“When he goes out into the world, 
he knows his social world is limit- 
ed. He knows he’s different,” 
Mason says. 

Andover spends millions of 
dollars to educate students with

out of the district. Both parents are 
well aware that the high costs put a 
burden on the tax-paying residents. 
They wish as much as the next per- 
son that it didn’t have to be so. 

“If my child didn’t need the 
support, and my child could be ina 
regular classroom like everybody 
else” — Mason takes a breath to 
swallow her tears — “I would do it 
in a second. (He) would drop it in a 
heartbeat. But unfortunately, for 
him crossing the street is different, 
figuring out how to use the cafete-

This year, there are 82 
Andover special-needs students 
who attend schools out-of-dis- 
trict, and Andover is spending 
about $3.7 million on these out- 
of-district costs. 

That cost is one of the 
school-budget expenses that has 
been growing significantly in 
recent years. In the past three 
years, out-of-district expenses — 
the cost of sending kids to spe- 
cialized schools and programs — 
has grown by 19.2 percent, 19.2 
percent again and 23 percent. 

Specifically, the price of pri- 
vate institutions jumped in the 
past year following a win in 
court by the Massachusetts 
Association of Approved Pri- 
vate Schools. MAAPS sued the 
state for capping its charging 
limits and won. As a result, 
some of these schools have 
raised their prices. The Land- 
mark School, which specializes 
in language disabilities, raised 


ria is different, every moment of 
his life is profoundly different. 
Without the support he'd fail.” 
Simply put, special education is 
Mason’s child's only chance to 
succeed on a somewhat compara- 
ble level as his siblings. “And it 
happens to cost a lot,” she adds. 
Olivia spends half-days in a 
classroom with 20 other general- 
education students. She requires 
one-on-one time with her teacher 
to keep focus. “She should be in a

but it’s just beyond her capabili- 
ties,” says Stone. 

Parents without special-needs 
children don’t always understand 
why the services, and the costs and 
sacrifices that go with them, are so 
necessary, they agree. 
“Maybe without knowing what life 
is like for these children. (the 
costs) don’t seem fair for all the 
(general-education) children.” Says 
Mason. She's noticed a troubling 
trend in Andover that general-edu- 
cation needs are pitted against spe- 
cial-education needs something 
that she says is likely unintended. 
but hurtful nonetheless. 

Last month selectman Brian 
Major called for an audit of money 
spent on special education. Both 
he and School Superintendent 
Claudia Bach have said that rising 
special education costs, which the 


community must shoulder almost 
entirely, chip away at the budget 
for general education. No one 
means to put the issue in such 
black-and-white categories, Mason 
hopes, but she says that’s the 
wrong way to analyze it. 

“We as a community have to be 
committed to educating all the 
kids, not just the ones to whom it 
comes easiest,” she says. 

No one understands the budget 


pull and tug better than parents of 


both special-education and regu- 
lar-education kids, adds Stone. 

“I have two other kids in the 
public school system. I understand 
there's a limited amount of money. 
(Budget discussions) do tend to get 
a bit more antagonistic than neces- 
sary.” 

Stone, who thinks Andover 
does a good job of providing the 
best services it can for its students. 
does her part by thinking of all the 


students’ needs — not just her own. 
“I could push for more services 
for Olivia, but I don’t.” she Says. 
Olivia, whose education costs 
more than Stone’s other two chil- 
dren combined, is making fine 
progress with what she has. “Our 
family helps her, and that’s fine.” 
Many parents of children with 
special needs supplement their 


public education by paying out of 


their own pockets for after-school 
programs, Stone adds. “It’s a fact 
of life that Andover can’t afford 
everything.” 

“I wish we didn’t need to have 
special education. I really wish we 
didn’t need to have it. I’m willing 
to bet large amounts of money that 
every family whose child has spe- 
cial needs would echo the same 
sentiments,” says Mason. “But we 
do have kids for whom education 
without support isn’t going to hap- 
pen.” 
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mark. The administration has 
budgeted $105,000 for one stu- 
dent. These students attend the 
Melmark School, which spe- 
cializes in teaching autistic or 
brain-injured children. 

Another student attends a 

special school for $80,000 a 
year. Another attends McLean’s 
Center for Neurointegrative 
Services for $70,000. The cen- 
ter specializes in autism and 
Asperger’s disorder, which is a 
| milder variant of autism. 
“It is a relatively small per- 
centage of students in the dis- 
trict,” says Pupil Personnel 
Administrator Susan O’Brien. 

School Committee members 
__ and school officials are quick to 
point out that these costs are 
mandated and controlled by the 
State. Superintendent Claudia 
Bach says that sending children 
to other schools is done as a last 
resort. “A regular classroom is 
the goal,” she says. 

“These kids have no other 
choice,” says parent Linda 
Biles. “Most of the people 
(with kids needing special edu- 
|- Cation) would love to see their 
kids stay in school (in town).” 
Says Biles. Her son, who has

Down syndrome, has managed 
to stay in the school system, 
something Biles is happy about. 
“It was scary when | thought 
he’d have to leave Andover,” 
she says. Fortunately her son 
managed to catch up develop- 
mentally and stay in the 
Andover schools. Biles says he 
is very self sufficient now. 

But Biles fears that with 
growing class sizes, more and 
more students will have to be 
placed out-of-district, a 
prospect she says is a “Catch 
22” for Andover, because send- 
ing students to private institu- 
tions is more costly than offer- 
ing services in the school Sys- 
tem. 

Biles says that costs are high 
because kids in special educa- 
tion require specialized pro- 
grams and services. “(There is) 
no SPED McDonald’s,” she 
says. She says that the pitting of 
regular-education costs against 
special-education costs, “hap- 
pens all the time.” 

“It’s easy to place blame 
When you do not understand.” 
she says. 

“These kids are multi- or 
severely handicapped,” says 
Bach. She says some of them 
require expensive equipment 
and aides to administer drugs.

exact location,” says state Rep. 
Barry Finegold, who pushed for 
the bill in the House. “This is a 
life-saving measure.” 

That technology would have 
come in handy Sunday for 
Thomas Mercure, a package 
delivery man from Ohio with a 
history of heart problems. 

“I was heading towards (Inter- 
state) 93 when I got some real bad 
chest pains,” he says. He pulled 
over into a parking lot to call 911 
on his cell phone. 

“He couldn’t accurately 
describe where he was,” says Lt. 
Jim Cuticchia, part of the Ballard- 
vale team that responded to the 
call. “We searched around wasting 
precious time.” 

Mercure, who’s recovering at 
Lawrence General Hospital, 
knows he’s lucky to be alive. “I 
was thinking, ‘Hurry up and get 
here, [ hurt pretty bad.’ I was hop- 
ing I gave them the right direc- 
tions.” 

Not being able to pinpoint 
Mercure’s cell-phone location

immediately — as dispatchers cur- 
rently do with 911 calls from sta- 
tionary phones - caused a 10- 
minute delay, says Cuticchia. 

“That could potentially have 
made a difference in this 
gentleman’s life,” he 
Says. 

Right now, 911 
cell-phone calls are 
answered by the 
State police emer- 
gency dispatch cen- 
ter. The dispatcher 
relies on the caller ‘ 
to describe where — 
he or she is, and 
then the dispatcher 
calls the designated 4 
community to the res- 
cue. But that plan of 
action doesn’t always work. 

“People call in a panic. A 
babysitter might not know the 
address. People may not know 
exactly the names of the streets,” 
says Cuticchia. 

Trish Ward, Andover police 
dispatch supervisor, remembers 
such a situation last week. 

“We got a cellular phone call,

OME OF TODAY'S FASHIONS are hard

“We have come a long way.” Says 
adult Lillian Palumbo, reading a poem 
she wrote about styles through the 
years.

Fashion today is all about mixing 
old styles with new, says instructor 
Frances McCormick, a former AHS 
art teacher. “Today, you can wear silk 
with denim, or lace, or leather.” she 
says. She uses clothing designer Stella 
McCartney — daughter of Beatles 
singer Paul McCartney — to illustrate 
her example. “She’s known for these 
really eclectic mixes,” such as fake fur 
coats and low-slung jeans. 

For two afternoons per week, stu-

“What I like about his outfit is it 
varies trom conservative to wild.” he 
says.

Alex’s influence live

HILE THOSE CLOSE TO ALEX Milio- 

lis are still grieving and strug- 

gling with their profound loss, 
many students’ conversations have slowly 
drifted back to discussing teachers and the 
Cute guy in math class, rather than 
leukemia, injustice and hospitals, as they 
have for the last couple of weeks. 

However, you cannot say that the impact 
itself of losing Alex has faded. We have 
seen the definitions of 
“strength” and “beauty” elevat- 
ed to an incomprehensible 
level. She must have employed 
so much courage each day - 
days which were fraught with 
the insidious pain of cancer, 
but also touched with so much 
love. Those who watched her 
say they have learned an inspi- 
rational lesson wrought from 
monumental struggle. “I think 
all we can do now is try and

After school Thursday, there was a 
memorial service in the Collins Center put 
on by friends and supporters of Alex and 
the Miliotis family. There were songs, orig- 
inal and classic poetry infused with special 
significance, and heartfelt speeches. “The 
students really did all the work. It gave 
them something to focus on that week.” 
explains Alicia Kent, who was Alexanda’s 
guidance counselor. The program was pow- 
erful and sincere, with Alex’s request to cel- 
ebrate her life and not mourn her death 
remembered. Megan Pinksten, as an intro- 
duction to the song she sang with Lauren 
Hayes, told how a group of Alex’s friends 
decided to decorate the fence (an Andover 
High tradition for any major event) but once 
there, they were at a loss for what to say to 
capture how much Alex meant to them. 
“Then,” she says, “someone came up with 
it: you are the wind beneath our wings.” 
After the ceremony, students convened in 
the cafeteria for refreshments and compan- 
ionship. Tables were set up displaying fam- 
ily photos and cards given to Alex while she 
was at the hospital. There was a photo 
album put together by the girls basketball 
team chronicling the season, filled with per- 
sonal words of encouragement and inside 
jokes. 

Without question, Alex’s death made a 
tremendous and widespread impact on the 
faculty and student body at the high school. 
“There is a ripple effect, so (her death) 
affects people that you wouldn't think 
would be affected,” says Kent. “The death 
of a young person brings up losses that (a 
student) has experienced before.” Those 
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who were close to Alex or knew her from 
classes and sports teams were left feeling 
dismayed and wondering how she was able 
lo remain so vibrant and brave for 10 
months despite overwhelming odds. How- 
ever, looking back, this ordeal has had a 
positive repercussion. She was able to bring 
an entire Community together and inspired 
so many people to appreciate the gift of 
being able to live each day to the fullest. 
There is a new sense of perspective within 
students lives, enriched with gratitude for 
the opportunities and the loved ones in our 
lives. 

The question of why bad things happen 
to good people has been asked so many 
times, outloud and within the confines of 
thoughts and prayers, that it has become a 
sort of anthem for those struggling with 
such unfair loss. But looking at the inspira- 
tional reaction to this tragedy by the Milio- 
tises and their friends, it becomes apparent 
that through handling such adversity with 
amazing courage, hope, and dignity, they 
are able to teach those around them the 
meaning of life, even through death.

“She’s a very talented artist,”

Campens. Her shop, which fea- 
tures “everything from period 
antiques to fun and funky gift 
items” has been selling Trageser’s 
furniture for some time. She’ll 
have about a dozen pieces Tues- 
day night, and the artist will be 
available to sign them. 

Trageser, a Devonshire Place

resident with a degree in fine art, 
has been working on furniture in 
her basement workshop for about 
six years. She uses materials like 
chicken wire and broken china to 
breath new life into her pieces. 

Viewers probably wouldn't 
recognize a footboard from an old 
bed that Trageser transformed. 

“I added a few pegs and I came 
up with a beautiful wall shelf,” 
she says. She reincarnated the top 
half of an old secretary — a type 
of writing desk — into a china cab- 
inet.

Hometown Seafoods says they have the secret to getting the freshest fish 
By Ben Hellman r 2 ee oI ¥ - 
ENE MARSHALL WILL BE ON A 
wharf in Gloucester tomorrow 
morning at the crack of dawn. 
lhat’s where he buys 300 to 500 pounds 
of fish every day but Sunday. 

“I get it down there and cut it here.” 
says Marshall. the owner of Hometown 
Seafoods at 15 Barnard St 

He's been doing this for 10 years 
Marshall calls the work “labor intensive.” 
but he knows it’s necessary 

That's because Marshall's work 
means that his fish is one or two days old 
when people buy it versus supermarket 
fish that can be 10 to 15 days old. “I'll be 
getting that fish off the boat.” says Mar- 
shall. He goes into Boston three to four 
limes per Week as well, and gets his lob- 
ster from a lobsterman in Rockport. “It’s 
something not many people do any- 
more.’ he says 

When the fish get to Andover they are 
filleted in the shop and the bones are 
pulled out of the fillet, all by hand. 
“Nothing's as easy as it looks,” savs Mar- 
shall 

He says they fillet about 200 fish 
every day. Out of 500 pounds of fish, 
Marshall says he'll get about 200 pounds 
he can use. He says that some customers 
see the fillets being put in the refrigerat- 
ed display cases and think that’s how he 
buys them. He considered putting the 
cutting board in view of the customers so 
they could see the fish being filleted, but 
he worried it might upset some people. 

Marshall grew up in Gloucester and 
has worked in the fish industry for 33 
years. He worked as a fish processor for 
20 years, picking fish from the boats and 
Cutting it to send to supermarkets. Back 
then, he dealt with thousands and thou- 
sands of pounds of fish. “I’ve been in that 
end of the business,” says Marshall, so he | ad 
knows how to get the freshest fish. |

made. “Fridays we fry,” says Marshall. 

Hometown Seafoods is a family affair. 
He runs the shop with his wife Deborah. 
His brother-in-law and children also are 
heavily involved. Marshall says, “It’s the 
only way I could do it.” 

Deborah Marshall described the busi- 
Ness as “very busy.” She says it is hard to 
get workers because people need experi- 
ence to work in the fish business. 

Marshall says he does most of his 
business in salmon, swordfish and had- 
dock. He also buys imported fish he Says 
you can’t get many other places, includ- 
ing red snapper, groupers and sea bass. 
When he bought the shop 10 years ago, 
business was not good. He says he had 
four times more business now than when 
he started. 

Asked what his secret was, he says,

The myth of the bad kid 


(NAPSA) - Six-year-old 
Jimmy is having trouble in 
school. As a first-grader, he 
already has a reputation among 
the teachers as a “bad kid.” He 
spends most of his school day 
sitting in the corner or the prin- 
cipal’s office. With 30 other 
children in his class, the teacher 
has little time for Jimmy. He 
isn’t learning anything in the 
classroom, and he has trouble 
making friends. 

We all have memories of the 
“bad kid” in our class — the 
child who was always in trouble 
and often alone. We tend to 
blame this kind of behavior on a 
lack of discipline or a bad 
home. We say the child was 
spoiled, abused or “just trying 
to get attention.” But these 
labels are often misguided. 
Many of these children suffer 
from serious emotional prob-

programs,” they are governed 
under Section 529 of the 
internal revenue code and 
have a range of helpful fea- 
tures and requirements, such 
as: 

* Federal and state income 
tax advantages; 

* Ability in most states to 
invest substantial amounts in 
various investment options: 

* No income limit for partic- 
ipation or for benefits: 

* Flexibility to choose 
among nearly all colleges and 
universities in the United 
States and some abroad: 

* Account owner (typically 
the parent) control over assets 
even after the beneficiary 
(eventual student) reaches the 
age of majority; and 

¢ Estate and gift tax benefits. 


Tax benefits 

The new federal tax law now 
allows earnings on qualified 
withdrawals to be free from 
federal income tax. Combine 
that with the fact that earnings 
on qualified withdrawals are 
either tax-deferred or tax-free 
on the state level and the ben- 
efit is obvious — a much larger 
college nest egg. 

But that’s not all. Some 
states, such as Idaho, Michi- 
gan, Mississippi, Missouri 
and New York, offer sizable 
State income tax deductions 
for plan contributions. 


Estate planning 

The programs also offer gift 
and estate tax benefits that can 
be significant. For instance, 
contributions can be treated as 
completed gifts that qualify 
for the $10,000 annual federal 
gift-tax exclusion.

deposit as much as $50,000 as 
a gift in a single year without 
incurring tax consequences by 
simply taking the exclusion 
over five years. 


Investment options 

The core investment option 
of many state plans is a man- 
aged-allocation, age-based 
approach, in which assets are 
shifted from equities to more 
conservative, fixed-income 
investments as college years 
approach.

Do your homework 

When researching these pro- 
grams, parents should under- 
stand their own appetite for 
risk and their child’s likely 
educational needs. Other 
important considerations are 
the state-specific tax benefits, 
including —any available 
deductions or matching con- 
tributions; management 
expenses and any other fees;

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Tips to make sure teens 
get the most out of 
summer employment

be taking summer jobs this 
year. 

The American Payroll Asso- 
ciation, the nation’s leader in 
payroll training, offers the fol- 
lowing helpful tips to teens 
starting summer jobs. 


No cure for the summertime 
blues 

Although the minimum 
wage is set at $5.15 per hour, 
teens can earn almost a full 
dollar less. It’s called the 
Opportunity Wage, and it 
means that for the first 90 
days on the job, any employee 
hired under the age of 20 can 
be paid a minimum of $4.25 
per hour. 


Tip-off time 

If you're working in the food 
service industry or in any job 
where employees accept tips - 
be wary. Unless you make less 
than $30 a month in tips, your 
employer doesn’t have to pay 
you minimum wage. 

The least they can pay you is 
$2.13 an hour by federal stan- 
dards. If your salary and tips 
at the end of the week don’t 
add up to the minimum wage, 
your employer must make up 
the difference. 

PG, PG-13 or NC-17? 


Jobs have age restrictions, 
too. If you are age 16 or over, 
the number of hours you can 
work during any given week 
isn’t limited. 

If you are under 16, there are 
major restrictions as to how 
many hours you may work per 
week. Minors age 14 or 15 can 
work only between 7 a.m. and 
9 p.m. during summer months. 
During the school year, they 
may work only between 7 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. 


Nine to five, workin’ overtime 

For those 16 and older, hours 
worked in excess of 40 hours 
per week are considered over- 
time hours. 

For these hours, you must be 
paid at least 1 1/2 times your 
regular pay. If you are under 
16, you cannot work more than 
40 hours in one week. 


Gimme a break 

There is no federal law that 
sets up a standardized break for 
workers. This is a matter left to 
individual states to decide. 

But if your employer gives 
you a meal break, it can only 
dock your pay for a continuous 
break that lasts 30 minutes or 
more. As long as you are not 
doing any work during the 
break, they do not have to pay 
you. Rest periods or coffee 
breaks are different, since they 


are shorter than meal periods 
— the employer is not permit- 
ted to dock your pay for them. 


An offer you must refuse 
Getting paid “off the books” 
is illegal and potentially dan- 
gerous. “Young workers need 
to be particularly careful of 
this. You have no insurance, 
no unemployment benefits and 
are not covered by workers’ 
compensation. It’s very risky. 
Plus, no earnings are being 
credited to your Social Securi- 
ty account,’ says Dan Mad- 
dux, executive director of the 
American Payroll Association. 


Baby, you can drive my car 

If you’re 17, have no moving 
violations on your driver’s 
license and have taken a state- 
approved driver’s education 
course, you can drive for your 
employer up to one-third of 
your workday and 20 percent 
of your workweek. You may 
only drive during daylight 
hours and may not drive a 
vehicle that weighs more than 
6,000 pounds. 

All of the preceding infor- 
mation deals with federal laws 
and standards. Many of these 
areas are also regulated by 
individual states, which may 
have different requirements.

Encourage your kids to
